dealings, to make the necessary searches under 
these Acts. It is hoped that for this purpose 
the book may be found useful.

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INTRODUCTION. 



Land Charges Eegistration & Searches Act, 1888. 
Land Charges Act, 1900. 

The effect of the Act of 1888, as amended by 
the Act of 1900, is to gather into one Registry 
(namely, the Land Charges Department of the 
Land Registry, 33, Lincoln's Inn Fields), with 
certain exceptions noted below, all charges 
which an ordinary abstract of title might fail 
to disclose, and to make void, as against a 
purchaser for value, all such charges unless 
registered under the above Acts, and conse- 
quently to render searches elsewhere useless. 

The exceptions above referred to are 
(1) Bankruptcy registrations, which have to 
be searched for at Bankruptcy Buildings, 
Carey Street; (2) Charges under the Public 
Health and similar local Acts, inquiry as to 
which will have still to be made of the 
local authorities {vide Queen v. Holt^ p. 10); 
and (3) Certain statutory charges prior to 
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1st January, 1889, the Register for which is 
kept at the Board of Agriculture, 3, St. James's 
iSquare. 

The Act of 1900 removes to the Land 
Registry the Registry of Judgments, &c., 
formerly kept in the Central Office of the 
Supreme Court, and as from 1st July, 1901, 
extends the operation of clause 6 of the Act of 
1888 to debts due to the Crown, repeals 
proviso (a), sect. 6, of the Act of 1888, re-, 
lating to executions registered under the 
Judgments Act, 1864, and closes for regis- 
tration the Old Judgments, Crown Debts, and 
Execution Registers, formerly kept respectively 
under the Judgments Acts, the Law of Property 
Amendment Act, and the Crown Suits Act, at 
the Registry of Judgments of the Central Office, 
and by sect. 2 makes registration in these books 
void, and, being retrospective, consequently 
renders searches therein useless. 

It also puts an end immediately to duplicate 
registration, under the Middlesex Registry Act, 
1708, of instruments capable of registration 
under these Acts. The result of the above is 
apparently that after 1st July, 1901, the 
following searches (and those only) will usually 
have to be made on dealings with land: — 
(A) At the Land Charges Department, Land 
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Registry, for (1) writs and orders, (2) deeds of 
arrangement ajBfecting land, (3) land charges 
(i.e.y statutory charges), (4) lis pendens^ (5) an- 
nuities; (B) at the Board of Agriculture for 
land charges (^>., statutory charges) prior to 
1st January, 1889; (C) of the local authorities 
for charges under Public Health and similar 
local Acts ; and (D) in bankruptcy. 

It is advisable also to search the index map 
of the Land Registry, to see that the land has 
not been registered under the Land Registry 
Acts. 

Of course, in the case of land subject to the 
Middlesex and Yorkshire Registries and the 
Counties Palatine, the same searches will be 
necessary as heretofore, in addition to those 
above mentioned ; and in the case of land, the 
title to which is registered in the Land Registry, 
no searches of any kind are necessary except 
in that office. 



Writs and Orders. 

The 5th section of the Land Charges Regis- 
tration and Searches Act, 1888, provides that 
there shall be established and kept at the office 
of Land Registry (33, Lincoln's Inn Fields) a 
register of writs and orders affecting land, and 

b2 
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that there may be registered therein any writ 
or order affecting land (" land " includes lands, 
messuages, tenements and hereditaments, cor- 
poreal and incorporeal, of any tenure) issued or 
made by any Court for the purpose of enforcing 
a judgment, statute, or recognizance, and any 
order appointing a receiver or sequestrator of 
land; and by sect. 6 every such writ or order, and 
every delivery in execution, or other proceed- 
ing taken in pursuance of such writ or order, 
or in obedience thereto, shall be void as against 
a purchaser for value (^^ purchaser" includes a 
mortgagee or lessee), unless the writ or order 
is for the time being registered in pursuance 
of the Act (vide sects. 5 and 6). 

Proviso (a) of sect. 6, reserving such powers 
as there might be in executions registered under 
27 & 28 Vict. c. 112, is repealed by the schedule 
to the Land Charges Act, 1900, and sect. 2 (3) 
of the last-mentioned Act closes the register 
for future entries, except such as may be autho- 
rized by order of the High Court ; and sect. 3 
(which is retrospective) brings every writ and 
order affecting land issued or made by any 
Court for the purpose of enforcing a judgment, 
whether obtained on behalf of the Crown or 
otherwise, and whether obtained before or after 
the commencement of that Act (^.^., 1st July, 
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1901), and every delivery in execution or other 
proceeding taken in pursuance of any such writ 
or order or in obedience thereto, within the scope 
of sect. 6 of the Land Charges Act, 1888. 

^^ Judgment," it should be remembered, does 
not include an order by a Court having juris- 
diction in bankruptcy in the exercise of that 
jurisdiction. 

Sect. 5 (3) of the Land Charges Registration 
and Searches Act, 1888, also lipiits the effect 
of registration to a period of five years from 
the date of registration unless re-registered ; 
and (4) makes registration in the Central Office 
of the Supreme Court of Judicature (^.^., the 
Registry of Judgments, now amalgamated with 
the Land Charges Department of the Land 
Registry) under any other Act unnecessary : 
this referred to the executions registered under 
the Judgments Act of 1864 (27 & 28 Vict, 
c. 112). 

Vacation or satisfaction of any entry in this 
register is provided for by sect. 19 of the 
Settled Land Act, 1890. See p. 37. 

The registrations most usually effected under 
the above clauses are — 

Writs of elegit. 
Writs of fi. fa. 
Writs of extent. 
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"Writs of possession. 

Writs of ejectment. 

Warrants of execution. 

Orders appointing a receiver or sequestrator. 

Orders for sale or foreclosure. 

Injunctions. 

Orders under the Lunacy Act, 1890 and 1891. 

Restraining and charging orders, and, generally, 

Any writ or order directly afiFeoting hnd. 

Orders for payment of money merely cannot 
be registered; if it be desired to affect land 
under such an order, execution must issue and 
be registered accordingly. Bankruptcy re- 
ceiving orders are exempt from the operation 
of this Act. 

For form of application for registration, see

N.B. — The writ or order may have to be pro- 
duced on requisition. 

An office copy of the memorandum of 
application is obtainable at 3 J. per 
folio.

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Deeds of Arrangement. 

By the Deeds of Arrangement Act, 1887 
(50 & 51 Vict. C.-57), it was provided that all 
deeds of arrangement for the benefit of creditors 
must, in order to be valid, be registered with 
the Registrar of the Bills of Sale Department, 
Supreme Court of Judicature, within seven 
clear days after the execution thereof. Should 
the seventh day fall on a Sunday or other day 
when the Registry was closed, then registration 
might be effected on the following day ; and 
by Part III. of the Land Charges Act, 1888, 
after making provision for the registration of 
these deeds of arrangement in the Land 
Registry, it is declared (sect. 9) that every deed 
of arrangement, whether made before or after 
the commencement of the Act (Ist January, 
1889), shall be void as against a person who 
after the commencement of the Act becomes a 
purchaser for value of any land comprised therein 
or affected thereby unless and until such deed 
is registered in the (new) Register (kept in the 
Land Registry) of Deeds of Arrangement 
affecting land. The result of this section is 
that, on a dealing, a search in the Register of 
Deeds of Arrangement kept in the Bills of Sale 
Department of the Central OflSce, Law Courts, 
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is now unnecessary. It will be noticed that 
there is no limit of time within which registra- 
tion under this Act must be effected. 

For the statutory definition of a deed of ar- 
rangement, vide the extract from the Deeds of 
Arrangement Act, 1887, sect. 4, p. 33. 

Eegistrations can only be vacated by an order 
of the High Court of Justice or a judge thereof. 

For form of application for registration, 
see p. 50. 

N.B. — The deed itself has not to be produced, 
nor is any note made thereon as to regis- 
tration, but an office copy of the memo- 
randum of application is obtainable at 
M. per folio.

Land Charges. 

'' Land charge," as defined by sect. 4 of the 
Land Charges Eegistration and Searches Act, 
1888, means a rent or annuity or principal 
moneys payable by instalments or otherwise, 
with or without interest charged otherwise than 
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by deed, upon land under the provisions of any 
Act of Parliament for securing to any person 
either the moneys spent by him, or the costs, 
charges and expenses incurred by him under 
such Act, or the moneys advanced by him for 
repaying the money spent, or the costs, charges 
and expenses incurred by another person under 
the authority of an Act of Parliament, and a 
charge under the 35th section of the Land 
Drainage Act, 1861, or under the 29th section 
of the Agricultural Holdings (England) Act, 
1883, but does not include a rate or scot. 

A land charge may be registered (1) in the 
case of freehold land in the name of the person 
beneficially entitled to the first estate of free- 
hold at the time of the creation of the land 
charge ; (2) In the case of copyhold land in 
the name of the tenant on the court rolls at the 
time of the creation of the land charge. Pro- 
vided that where the person by or on behalf of 
whom the application was made, pursuant to 
which the land charge was created, was bene- 
ficially entitled to a lease for lives or a life at a 
rent or to a term of years, the land charge is to 
be registered also in the name of that person. 
Though Act of Parliament is defined as 
including local and personal Acts, it has been 
decided (on the wording of sect. 10 of this Act) 

b5 
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that no land charge is required to be registered 
except one created upon an application. This 
was laid down in the case of Queen v. ffolt 
(1889), L. R. 24 Q. B.^ D. p. 179. Enquiries 
as to local charges (other than those created 
upon an application) should be made of the 
local authorities. 

A land charge created after 1st January, 1 889, 
is void as against a purchaser for value of the 
land charged therewith, or of any interest in 
such land unless and until such land charge is 
registered in the Land Charges Department of 
the Land Registry. A registration of a land 
charge may be vacated only in one way, 
namely, pursuant to an order of the High Court 
of Justice or any judge thereof. The Registrar 
has no power to vacate an entry without such 
an order. 

Section 13 of the Land Charges Act, 1888, 
declares that after the expiration of one year 
from the first assignment by act inter vivos occur- 
ring after the commencement of the Act (that is, 
1st January, 1889), of a land charge created 
before the commencement of the Act, the 
person entitled thereto shall not be able to 
recover the same or any part thereof as against 
a purchaser for value of the land charged there- 
with, or of any interest in such land, unless 
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such land charge is registered in the Land 
Charges Department of the Land Registry 
prior to the completion of the purchase. 

By the Finance Act, 1896, s. 33 (a), it is pro- 
vided that a certificate of charge granted by 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue on re- 
demption of land tax shall have the eflfect of a 
mortgage, and shall, when registered under the 
Land Charges Act, 1888, have priority over all 
other charges and incumbrances. See p. 40. 

A charge under the corresponding provisions 
of the Finance Act, 1894, s. 9, sub-s. 6, has also 
been tendered for registration under the Land 
Charges Registration and Searches Act, 1888, 
and has been accepted ; but unless such a charge 
can be regarded as a " land charge " within 
the definition in sect. 4 of the latter Act, there 
seems little reason to suppose that such regis- 
tration is necessary. 

Land charges can be created under numerous 
Acts ; the following are the most common : —

The Register of Land Charges kept at the 
office of Land Registry under the Improvement 
of Land Act, 1864, is now (by the Improve- 
ment of Land Act, 1899, sect. 5) closed both 
for registration and searches except under an 
order of the Court. See p. 41. 

These charges being limited by sect. 26 of 
the Improvement of Land Act, 1864, to a period 
not exceeding twenty-five years, and clause 12 
of the Land Charges Registration and Searches 
Act, 1888, not being retrospective, it will for 
some time to come be necessary (where the 
vendor was in possession prior to 1st Janu3,ry, 
1889) to search at the office of the Board of 
Agriculture, 8, St. James's Square, for charges 
created prior to that date. 

For form of application for registration, see 
p. 5L 

N.B. — It may be necessary to produce the 

absolute order or certificate ; no note is 

made thereon as to registration. If evi- 

. dence of registration is required an 
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office copy of the application to register 
can be obtained at 3d. per folio.

Lis Pendens. 

A '^ Lis Pendens ^^ for registration purposes 
is an action the subject-matter of which is land, 
or an interest in land, and such a lis pendens is not 
binding on a purchaser of the land or interest 
in dispute (without express notice thereof) until 
the same is registered ; and registration of a lis 
pendens ceases to have effect after five years 
from the date of its entry unless re-registered. 
Vide 2 & 3 Vict. c. 11, ss. 4 and 7 ; see p. 25. 

A- mere action for recovery of money does 
not for purposes of registration constitute a lis 
pendens. 

A lis pendens improperly registered can be 
discharged by order of the Court obtained in a 
summary manner, with costs. See below. 

Eegistration of a lis pendens does not create 
a charge on the land, but it is incumbent on 
every purchaser, on finding a lis pendens regis- 
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tered against his vendor, to make inquiries as 
to the proceedings in the action, since a deci- 
sion adverse to his vendor might seriously 
prejudice his own interest. 

The following is a list of what are usually 
registered in the Register pf Lis Pendens^ when 
there is an interest as above : —

The section of the Joint Stock Companies 
Winding-up Act, 1848 (constituting a petition 
for winding-up and dissolution a lis pendens)^ 
was repealed by 30 & 31 Vict. c. 47, which 
also provides for the discharge in a summary 
manner of a lis pendens improperly registered. 
Vide p. 29. 



* Registration under this section must be made against the trustees 
individoallj, described as <* Trustees for purposes of the Settled Land 
Act.'* 
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As to re-registration, 2 & 3 Vict. c. 11, ss. 4 
and 7, makes all registration void after the ex- 
piration of five years from the date of the entry 
unless a like memorandum is again filed, which 
is to be entered in like manner as the same was 
originally entered. 

N.B. — It may be necessary to produce the state- 
ment of claim on registration of a Us 
pendens. 

In the event of evidence of registra- 
tion being required, an office copy of the 
application to register can be issued at 
a fee of 3^. per folio.

Annuities, &c. 

18 Vict. c. 15, s. 12 (see p. 27), provided 
that annuities or rent-charges granted after the 
passing of the Act, 26th April, 1855, otherwise 
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than by marriage settlement for one or more 
life or lives, or for any term of years or greater 
estate determinable on one or more life or lives, 
should not affect any lands, tenements, or here- 
ditaments as to purchasers, mortgagees, or 
creditors until registered as therein prescribed. 
And by sect. 14 annuities and rent-charges 
given by will are excepted from registration. 

Perpetual rent-charges do not come within 
the scope of the Act. A purchaser must rely 
on his abstract for notice of these. 

Eegistration when once effected remains in 
force until " satisfied " ; this is done by the 
form of satisfaction being signed by the grantee 
or grantees in the presence of a solicitor. See 
p. 17.

N.B. — The deed itself has not to be produced, 
nor is any note made thereon. 

If evidence of registration is required, 
an oflBce copy of the application to 
register can be obtained at Sd. per folio.

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Satisfactions. 

Writs and orders, deeds of arrangement aflfect- 
ing land and land charges can only be marked 
vacated or satisfied on the order of the High 
Court of Justice or of a judge thereof. This 
is usually obtained on summons, but is occa- 
sionally granted upon an ex parte application 
before the judge in Chambers, and the order to 
vacate or satisfy should be as follows : — 
" Ordered that the writ (Order, Deed of Ar- 
rangement, or Land Charge) registered on the 
day of in the Register of Writs 

and Orders (Deeds of Arrangement or Land 
Charges) kept in the Land Registry in name of 
be vacated (satisfied)." 

Entry of satisfaction in the Register of 
Annuities or of Lis Pendens can be made by 
virtue of 22 & 23 Vict. c. 115, in form (see 
p. 55) signed by the grantee or plaintiff, or by 
the order of the High Court or of a judge 
thereof, as explained above, in the case of 
writs, &c. Such order should be a "Judge's 
Order"; a "Master's Order" will not be 
accepted. 

The registration of a lis pendens can also be 
satisfied by an order on petition to the Chancery 
Division. 
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When the form of satisfaction (p. 65) is used 
the following notes may be useful : — 

1. When there are one or more plaintiffs (or 
grantees of an annuity) the signatures of the 
majority will be acted on, and when two only 
the signature of one, if signed on behalf of 
himself and the other plaintiff [s] (or grantee[s]). 
The same rule applies to the case of co-partners. 

2. When the satisfaction has to be signed by 
a company, society or corporation, the seal of 
the company, society or corporation must be 
affixed to the form in accordance with the 
articles, together with the signature and de- 
scription of the usual officer or officers whose 
duty it is to witness the affixing of the seal. 

3. In case of the death of a plaintiff or 
grantee the executor must also sign as executor 
and prove his title, unless the surviving plaintiff 
or grantee, if there be one, can sign on his 
behalf and also for the representative of the 
deceased. 

4. All acknowledgments of satisfaction must 
be according to the form given in the Act, 
23 & 24 Vict. c. 115 (see p. 55), which, 
presumably to prevent plaintiffs or grantees 
signing in ignorance of the effect, requires 
attestation by a solicitor. That this was the 
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purpose of the attestation may be gathered 
from the fact that it has always been the 
practice to allow acknowledgments of satisfac- 
tion, when the plaintiff or grantee is himself a 
solicitor, to be attested by a responsible person, 

5. Where an order is made to satisfy or 
vacate a registration subject to some condition 
mentioned in the order, proof that these condi- 
tions have been complied with must bie given 
before the necessary entry can be made. 

6. When a lis pendens has been registered 
against a plaintiff, the acknowledgment of 
satisfaction must be signed by the defendant.

Judgments, Crown Debts, and Executions. 

Sect. 2 (1) and (2) of the Land Charges Act, 
1900, disposes of a question which the Land 
Charges Registration and Searches Act, 1888, 
left open — ^the question as to the possible value 
of registration in the case of a judgment or 
Crown debt — by declaring that such registra- 
tion shall not operate as a charge on the 
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land, &c., unless and until a writ or order for 
the purpose of enforcing it has been registered 
under sect. 5 of the Land Charges Registration 
and Searches Act, 1888 (p. 36), and being re- 
trospective in effect makes a search for judg- 
ments. Crown debts, &c., useless. 

Sect. 2 (3) of the Land Charges Act, 1900, 
closes for registration the old registers of 
judgments, Crown debts, and executions — 
entries only being permitted under an order of 
the High Court. This will enable an indivi- 
dual against whom entries have from time to 
time been made in any of the closed regis- 
ters to have them satisfied, vacated, or 
expunged; but as the necessity for making a 
search in those registers will have ceased, it 
seems improbable that many persons will avail 
themselves of this power. 

Sect. 3 of the same Act expressly extends 
the operation of sect. 6 of the Land Charges 
Registration and Searches Act, 1888, to 
executions registered under 27 & 28 Vict, 
c. 112, and applies it to the Crown, and being 
retrospective makes a search for executions in 
that register unnecessary ; while the proviso to 
sect. 6 of the Act of 1888, to the effect that 
nothing in the section shall affect the operation 
of such writ or order until the expiry of the 
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period for which it was so registered, is re- 
pealed in the Schedule. 



Searches. 

The searches usually made in the Land 
Charges Department, Land Registry, are as 
follows : — 

Register of writs and orders, last five years. 
Register of deeds of arrangement, commencing 

1st January, 1889. 
Register of land charges, commencing 1st January, 

1889. 
Register of Us pendens^ last five years. 
Register of annuities, commencing April, 1865. 

Searches can also be made for judgments and 
Crown debts for the last five years, and for 
executions from 1864 to 30th June, 1901, when 
these registers are closed for registration ; but 
as to these, vide pp. 2 and 20. Searches can be 
made under the Improvement of Land Act, 1864, 
by order of the Court only, but the better course 
is to make the search (in cases where it is 
thought necessary) at the Board of Agriculture. 

OflScial searches in the above registers (except 
that under the Improvement of Land Act) are 
made, and oflSce copy certificates issued, under 
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the provisions of the Conveyancing Act, 1882. 
See p. 29. 

Full instructions as to obtaining these are 
printed on the forms. Vide pp. 57 and 58. 

For fees on searches oflScial and other, vide 
p. 59. 



MISCELLANEOTTS. 

Extent of Acts. — Scotland and Ireland are 
excluded from the operation of the Land 
Charges Registration and Searches Act, 
1888, and the Land Charges Act, 1900, 
England and Wales alone coming within 
their provisions. 

Land. — Includes lands, messuages, tenements, 
and hereditaments corporeal and incor- 
poreal of any tenure (definition in Act of 
1888). Shares in the New River Company, 
Avon Canal, and Bath Navigation Com- 
panies, being reckoned as rea,l property, 
would come within this definition. 

Forms. — These are supplied by any law sta- 
tioner, or can be obtained from the Inland 
Revenue Department of the Land Registry 
at a charge of Id. each. 
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Begistration. — All applications to registermust 
either be signed by a solicitor, or a statu- 
tory declaration (for form vide p. 56) must 
accompany the same. (Rule 2.) 

An order to vacate does not come within 
this rule, and may be filed by the appli- 
cant without further authentication. 

Evidence. — ^Where evidence of registration is 
required it is usual to bespeak an office 
copy of the application to register ; but, if 
desired, an official extract from the register 
under the Law of Evidence Act (p. 26) 
can be supplied at 3c?. per folio. 

Satisfactions. — ^When evidence of satisfaction 
being entered is required, a certificate 
of satisfaction can be bespoken under 
23 & 24 Vict. c. 115. Fee, 1^. 

Modification or Cancellation. — In any case of 
modification or cancellation of entries on 
the register, such evidence as the registrar 
from time to time thinks necessary is 
required. See General Rules under the 
Land Charges Registration and Searches 
Act, 1888, p. 45. In practice, however, 
it is more usual to obtain an order of the 
Court or of a judge thereof. 
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OfBlce Hours. — For registration, 11 to 3 ; other 
business, 10 to 4. Saturdays — registra- 
tion, 11 to 2 ; other business, 10 to 2. 

The office is open to the public on all 
days between the above hours, except 
Sundays, Good Friday, Easter Eve, 
Monday and Tuesday in Easter week, 
Whit Monday, Christmas Day, and the 
next following working day, and all days 
appointed by Proclamation to be observed 
as days of general fast, humiliation, or 
thanksgiving.

The Judgments Act^ 1839. 

2 & 3 YicT. c. 11, s, 7. 

No lis pendens shall bind a puroliaser or mortgagee 
without express notice thereof, unless and until a

and office copies of that certificate shall be issued on 
requisition, and an office copy shall be evidence of the 
certificate. 

(3) In favour of a purchaser, as against persons 
interested imder or in respect of judgments, deeds, or 
other matters or documents, whereof entries are required 
or allowed as aforesaid, the certificate, according to the 
tenour thereof, shall be conclusive, affirmatively or 
negatively, as the case may be. 

(4) Every requisition under this section shall be in

An Act for registering certain Charges on Landy and for 
facilitating Searches for them, 

[24th December, 1888.] 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
as follows : 

Part I. — Introductory. 

1. This Act may be cited as the Land Charges 
Eegistration and Searches Act, 1888. 

2. This Act shall come into operation on the first 
day of January one thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
nine, which day is in this Act referred to as the com- 
mencement of this Act : Provided that any rules under 
this Act may be made, and any other thing for the 
purpose of bringing this Act into operation may be 
done, at any time after the passing thereof, but any 
such rules or thing shall not take effect until the com- 
mencement of this Act. 

3. This Act shall not extend to Scotland or teland. 

4. In this Act : 

" Land " includes lands, messuages, tenements, and 
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hereditaments corporeal and incorporeal of any 
tenure. 

" Purchaser for value " includes a mortgagee or 
lessee, or other person who for valuable con- 
sideration takes any interest in land or in a 
charge on land, and " purchase " has a meaning 
corresponding with purchaser. 

" Person " includes a body of persons corporate or 
unincorporate. 

" Prescribed " means prescribed by any general rules 
made in pursuance of this Act. 

"Act of Parliament" includes local and personal 
Act. 

" Land charge " means a rent or annuity or principal 
moneys payable by instalments, or otherwise, 
with or without interest charged, otherwise than 
by deed, upon land, under the provisions of any 
Act of Parliament, for securing to any person 
either the moneys spent by him or the costs, 
charges, and expenses incurred by him imder 
such Act, or the moneys advanced by him for 
repaying the moneys spent, or the costs, charges, 
and expenses incurred by another person under 
the authority of an Act of Parliament, and a 
charge under the thirty-fifth section of the Land 
Drainage Act, 1861, or under the twenty-ninth 
section of the Agricultural Holdings (England) 
Act, 1883, but does not include a rate or scot. 

" Deed of arrangement " has the same meaning as in 
the Deeds of Arrangement Act, 1887. 

" Judgment " does not include an order made by a 
Court having jurisdiction in bankruptcy in the 
exercise of that jurisdiction, but, save as afore- 
said, includes any order or decree having the 
effect of a judgment.

Part IL — Registration of Writs and Orders 

AFFECTING LaND. 

5, — (1.) There shall be established and kept at the 
Office of Land Registry a register of writs and orders 
afPeoting land, and there may be registered therein, in 
the prescribed manner, any writ or order affecting land 
issued or made by any Court for the purpose of enforc- 
ing a judgment, statute, or recognizance, and any order 
appointing a receiver or sequestrator of land. 

(2.) Every entry made in pursuance of this section 
shall be made in the name of the person whose land is 
affected by the writ or order registered. 

(3.) The registration of a writ or order in pursuance 
of this Act shall cease to have effect at the expiration 
of five years from the date of the registration, but may 
be renewed from time to time, and, if renewed, shall 
have effect for five years from the date of the renewal. 

(4.) Registration of a writ or order in pursuance of 
this section shall have the same effect as, and make 
unnecessary, registration thereof in the Central Office 
of the Supreme Court of Judicature in pursuance of any 
other Act. 

6, Every such writ and order as is mentioned in 
section five, and every delivery in execution or other 
proceeding taken in pursuance of any such writ or order, 
or in obedience thereto, shall be void as against a 
purchaser for value of the land unless the writ or order 
is for the time being registered in pursuance of this 
Act, 

Provided that-^ 

{a) where the writ or order is at the commencement of 
this Act registered in pursuance of the Act of the 
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session held in the twentt/'Seventh and twenty-eighth 
years of Her Majesty^ chapter one hundred and 
twelve^ intituled ^^An Act to amend the law relating 
to future judgmentSy statutes^ and recognizancesy^ 
nothing in this section shall affect the operation of 
such lorit or order until the ea^iry of the period for 
which it is so registered ; 

Repealed by sect. 5 of the Land Charges Act, 1900. 

(b) where the proceeding in which the writ or order 
was issued or made is for the time being regis- 
tered as a /lis pendens in the name of the person 
whose land is affected by the writ or order,nothing 
in this section shall affect the operation of such 
registration. 

The registration of a writ or order affecting land may be vacated 
pursuant to an order of the High Court or any judge thereof. 
(Setaed Land Act, 1890, s. 19.) 



Part III. — Eegistration of Deeds of Arrangement. 

7. A register (in this Act called the register of deeds 
of arrangement affecting land) shall be kept at the 
Office of Land Eegistry, and deeds of arrangement may 
be registered therein, in the prescribed manner, in the 
name of the debtor. 

8. A deed of arrangement may be registered in the 
register of deeds of arrangement affecting land on the 
application of a trustee of the deed, or of a creditor 
assenting to or taking the benefit of the deed, and the 
registration may be vacated pursuant to an order of the 
High Court of Justice or any judge thereof. 
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9. Every deed of ajrangement, whether made before 
or after the commencement of this Act, shall be void as 
against a person who, after the commencement of this 
Act, becomes a purchaser for value of any land com- 
prised therein or affected thereby, unless and until such 
deed is registered in the register of deeds of arrange- 
ment affecting land : Provided that nothing in this 
section shall affect any deed of arrangement made before 
the commencement of this Act until the expiration of 
one year from the commencement of this Act if regis- 
tered within that year. 



Part IV. — Eegistration of Land Charges. 

10. A register, in this Act called the register of land 
charges, shall be kept at the Office of Land Eegistry, 
and land charges may be registered therein in the pre- 
scribed manner : — 

(1) In the case of freehold land, in the name of the 

person beneficially entitled to the first estate of 
freehold at the time of the creation of the land 
charge : 

(2) In the case of copyhold land, in the name of the 

tenant on the court roUs at the time of the 
creation of the land charge. 

Provided that where the person by or on behalf of 
whom the application was made pursuant to which the 
land charge was created was beneficially entitled to a 
lease for lives or a life at a rent or to a term of years 
the land charge shall be registered also in the name of 
that person.

11. The expenses incurred by the person entitled to a 
land charge created before the commencement of this 
Act in causing the charge to be registered in the register 
of land charges shall be deemed to form part of such 
land charge, and shall be recoverable by him accordingly 
on the day for payment of any part of such land chai'ge 
next after such expenses are incurred. 

12. A land charge created after the commencement 
of this Act shall be void as against a purchaser for 
value of the land charged therewith, or of any interest 
in such land, unless and until such land charge is regis- 
tered in the register of land charges in the manner 
mentioned in this Act. 

13. After the expiration of one year from the first 
assignment by act inter vivosj occurring after the com- 
mencement of this Act, of a land charge created before 
the commencement of this Act, the person entitled 
thereto shall not be able to recover the same, or any 
part thereof, as against a purchaser for value of the 
land charged therewith or of any interest in such land, 
unless such land charge is registered in the registry of 
land charges in the manner mentioned in this Act prior 
to the completion of the purchase. 

14. The registration of a land charge may be vacated 
pursuant to an order of the High Court of Justice or 
any judge thereof. 

Part V. — Supplemental. 

15. An alphabetical index in the prescribed form 
shall be kept at the Office of Land Registry of all 
entries made in any register kept at that office pursuant 
to this Act. 
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16. Any person may search in any register or index 
kept in pursuance of this Act on paying the prescribed 
fee. 

17. The provisions as to searches in the Central 
Office, requisitions, certificates, officers, clerks, persons, 
and for the protection of solicitors, trustees, agents, and 
other persons in a fiduciary position contained in the 
■second section to the Conveyancing Act, 1882, except so 
much of those provisions as relates to the making of 
general rules, shall apply to searches in any register or 
index kept in pursuance of this Act in the register of 
lis pendens^ the register of deeds of arrangement affect- 
ing land, and the register of land charges, in the same 
manner as if this Act had been described in Part I. of 
the First Schedule to the Conveyancing and Law of 
Property Act, 1881. 

18. The Lord Chancellor may at any time after the 
passing of this Act, and from time to time, with the 
ooncurrence of the Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury as to fees, make such general rules as may be 
required for carrying this Act into effect.

GENEEAIi EULES. 

By virtue and in pursuance of the Land Charges 
Eegifltration and Searches Act, 1888, I, Hardinge 
Stanley, Baron Halsbury, Lord High Chancellor of 
Great Britain, Do make the following General Eules 
for the purpose of carrying the said Act into effect : — 

Eule 1. — The several Eegisters established by the 
Act shall contain the following particulars respectively, 
or such other particulars as the Eegistrar shaU from 
time to time determine : — 

(1) The Eegister of Writs and Orders shall con- 
tain : — 

(a) The name, address, and description of the 

person whose land is affected. 

(b) The date and nature of the writ or order, and 
the court, and the action or matter, by and in 
which the writ or order was issued or made. 

(c) The date of registration, and of any renewal of 

registration. 

(d) The name and address of the applicant or of 
the solicitor (if any) making the application. 

(2) The Eegister of Deeds of Arrangement shall 
contain : — 

(a) The name, address, and description of the 

person whose land is affected. 

(b) The date of the deed and the names of the 
parties, provided that where the creditors are 
numerous it shaU not be necessary to specify 
more than three. 
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(c) The date of registration. 

(d) The name and address of the applicant or of 
the solicitor (if any) making the application. 

(3) The Eegister of Land Charges shall contain : — 

(a) The name, address, and description, and capacity 

(that is to say, whether (i) beneficially entitled 
to the first estate of freehold ; (ii) tenant on 
the Court EoUs ; or (iii) beneficially entitled 
to a lease for lives or a life at a rent or for 
years) of the person in whose name the regis- 
tration is made. 

(b) The date of the charge, the statute under which 
it is made, and the parish in which the land 
charged is situated. 

(o) The date of registration, 
(d) The name and address of the applicant or of the 
solicitor (if any) making the application. 

Rule 2. — Every application for registration shall, 
unless made by a solicitor, be supported by the statutory 
declaration of the applicant as to the truth of the par- 
ticulars set forth in it. 

Rule 3. — The alphabetical index shall consist of the 
Registers themselves, all entries in such Registers being 
made alphabetically in the manner now used in the 
Register of Judgments in the Central Office of the 
High Court of Justice, or in such other manner as the 
Registrar shall from time determine. 

Rule 4. — ^Applications for registration, searches, 
(official and otherwise), and official certificates shall be 
made on, and shall furnish the particulars set forth in, 
the several forms for those purposes given in the 
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Schedule* hereto, or in such other forms as the Regis- 
trar shall from time to time determine. 

Hule 5. — ^Forms shall be sold at the Office of Land 
Registry. 

Rule 6. — Certificates of official searches shall be 
marked with the stamp of the Search Department of 
the Land Registry, and shall be issued as soon as 
possible after receipt of the applications. 

Rule 7.— In any case of modification or cancellation 
of entries on the Register, such evidence in respect 
thereof as the Registrar shall from time to time think 
necessary shall be required. 

Rule 8. — These Rules may be cited as the Land 
Charges Rules, 1889.
